{Three Persons Killed and a 
Number Injured. 


Several Large Plantations Said 
to Be Destroyed. 


Heavy Snow in Wyoming, Colorado

“About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon 


_the people of Star City were aroused 


by the terrific roaring of a full-fledged 
cyclone, and in less time than it takes 
te tell it, a terrible and destructive cy- 
clone was dealing devastation to ev- 
erything in its path, which was from 
one-quarter to one-half mile in width. 
It passed south of Star City about 
half a mile. 

“A correspondent who started out to 
horseback to get details of the work 
of the cyclone, found the roads so 
strewn with trees and timbers that he 
had to abandon the horse ‘and pick 
his way on foot. The cyclone seems to 
have made a complete cirele around 
the town, nearly every house within 
a small radius in every direction be- 
ing totally demolished, while large 
trees were uprooted and twisted into 
fragments. 

“The home of Reed Dunlap, a negro, 
was destroyed. The family escaped se- 
rious injury. T. J. McFalls, who lived 
about a mile east of Star City, had his 
dwelling and all outhouses entirely de- 
stroyed, but his family escaped. The 
next point heard from was on Bayou 


Bartholomew on John C. Hendricks’s 


plantation, who lost.all his main build- 
ings, including two storehouses. His 
large plantation is almost a _ total 
wreck. On this place three persons 
are known to have been killed out- 
right, and a large number are reported 
seriously wounded.

LONDON, April 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

“A council of the admirals was held 
today (Thursday) to determine 
Whether and when the Gulf of Athens 
is to be blockaded. All the powers 
have now consented to the proposition, 
though nothing has been decided as 
to the blockade of other Greek ports. 

“It is no secret that King George 
has formally stated to the powers 
that a declaration of war against Tur- 
key will immediately follow an exten- 
sion of the blockade to the Greek 
coast. This fact cannot be left out of 
consideration. It is believed in some 
quarters that if the Gulf of Athens is 
blockaded, popular. excitement will 
compel the King to declare war, even 
if his own judgment and that of the 
Cabinet were opposed. This has been 
a leading cause of the delay in secur- 
ing a unanimous agreement between 
the powers. There is no doubt that in 
the event of a Turko-Greek war the 
intervention of the powers would be 
suspended.” 

THREE VESSELS SEIZED. 

ATHENS, April 1.—Three Greek sail- 
ing vessels carrying cargoes of pro- 
visions consigned to Crete have been 
captured by a British warship outside 
the limits of the. blockade. 

REINFORCEMENTS ASKED. 

LONDON, April 1.—It is semi-offi- 
cially anounced that the admirals of 
the foreign fieets in Cretan waters 
have asked their respective govern- 
ments to dispatch fifty cavalrymen 
and a battery of artillery, «ach for 
service in Crete. Owing to the decision 
to extend the blockade it is necessary 
to reinforce the international fteet, 
and some days must elapse before the 
requisite number of warships, will be 
available for the coercion of Greece.

CHANDLER (Okla.,) April 1.—Al- 
though the tornado struck Chandler 
forty-eight hours ago, very little search 
of the ruins has yet been made, and it 
is feared that the death roll may be 
considerably augumented. Scores of 
injured are under the care of sur- 
geons, Who have come here from all 
parts of Oklahoma. None of the 
wounded had succumbed today, though 
many suffer greatly, and some of them 
cannat possibly recover. 

Nearly all the men slept in the 
streets last night, where fires were 
kept blazing. The women were found 
shelter in the tents sent from surround- 
ing towns. Fifty special policemen ef- 
fectually protected the property of citi- 
zens. A thousand people are hometeéss, | 
and half as many are without a thing 
in the world. Help on a large scale 
is needed. ,

Great Depth of Snow in Wyoming, 
Colorado and South. Dakota, 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE,] 
OMAHA (Neb.,) April l.=-The sever- 
est blizzard of the entire winter has 
prevailed for the last twenty-five houts 


in Western Nebraska and adjacent ter- ]. 
| ritory, and has completely stopped all ‘toy 


flood situation in the Mississippi Delta 
above Greenville is decidedly better 
tonight, as to the threatened loss of 
life and further destruction of levees. 
The half-dozen crevasses on the Arkan- 
sas and Missisippi shores between He- 
lena and Greenville have drawn an 
immense volume of water out of the 
main channel, which is spreading over 
the lowlands, but not with that degree 
of rapidity that cuts off escape by the 
inhabitants of the low countries. 

The river shows a 4Gecline from a 
point below Helena to the wayside 
crevasse. The decline above Green- 
ville in many places is as great as ten 
inches. However, Helena, Ark., is not 
out of danger, for the waters from the 
St. Francis Basin in Arkansas are still 
swelling and the channel of the main 
river from the mouth of the St. Fran- 
cis to a point south of Helena, as no 
break occurs until Westover is 
reached, ten miles below that city. The 
worst at Helena will be over by Sun- 
day. 

The damage to the farming country 


in the delta cannot be exaggerated. 
Five counties will be, for the most 
part, under water for thirty days, and 


the main line and hranch lines of the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley road will 
have more than one hundred miles of 
track inundated. 

Opposite Perthshire, the upper ere- 
vasse, a mile of track has been com- 
pletely washed away. Probably twenty 
railroad stations and small towns are 


flooded tonight, among them being Gun- 


nison, Rosedale, Perthshire, Terry, Riv- 
erton, Dahomey, Storm, Benoit, Beulah, 
Wayside, Longwood, Refuge,’ Swift- 
water and Australia. The greatest dan- 
ger now is to the south of Greenville, 
as the levees from Wavside to the 
mouth of the river must begin to feel 
the pressure of the movement of water 
back into the channel from the delta, 
through White River country and the 
St. Francis basin. From Memphis to 
Crawley’s Ridge the river is now forty 
miles w ide. A line east and west on 
the water across Rosedale would prob-. 
ably be fifty miles long. All of this 
water must pass out between two walls 
of the levee, in many places but a few 
miles distant one from the other. An- 
other rise of one-tenth of a foot in the 
river at Memphis is shown by the of- 
ficial bulletin from the Weather RBu- 
reau. The gauge tonight registers 26.4 
feet. At Cairo an encouraging fall in 
the river is shown while Paducah re- 
ports a fall of seven-tenths of a foot, 

At Vicksburgh the river is stationary.

SOLICITOR-GENERAL CONRAD ASKS 
TO ADVANCE THE CASE,

He Quotes Authorities in Support of 
the Government’s Contention 
That it is an Hiegal Organiza- 
tion—Taken Under Advisement, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—In_ the 
United States Supreme Court Solicitor- 
General Conrad, acting for the govern~- 
ment, entered a motion to advance on 
the docket the suit against the Joint 
Traffic Association, comprising the 
principal ,trunk lines. Reasons are 
given for the advance as follows: 

“Association—First and second sec- 
tions of the so-called Anti-Trust Act of 
July 2, 1890, as well as the fifth section 
of the so-called Interstate Commerce 
Act of February “4, 1887; also the un- 
lawful interference with interstate 
commerce, irrespective of any statutory 
provision. The agreement is believed 
to be illegal, under the principle in 
United States vs. Transmissouri Freight 
Association, decided by this 
March 22, 1897. But I am informed that 
this is-contested by the defendants, or 
by some of them, and they will con- 
tinue to operate under the agreement 
until the decision of this court in the 
premises, 

“The case being one of great public 
importance, involving the right of com- 
peting railroad companies to combine 
for the purpose of maintaining rates 
and pooling traffic, I respectfully move 
this court for an advancement in this 
case, to be heard at the present term.” 

Conrad suggestéd the 23d inst. as the 
date for argument. James Carter, for 
the Traffic Association, announced con- 
currence in the motion to advance, say- 
ing his clients were very anxious to 
have the case heard before the adjourn- 
ment for the summer. The Chief Jus- 
tice announced that the motion-weuld 
be taken under advisement. 

NO SIGN OF RATE-CUTTING. 

NEW YORK, April 1.—The Tribune

MEXICAN FINANCES DECLARED TO 
BE SATISFACTORY. 


The Rio Grande Boundary and the! 


Oberlander and Messinger Cases. 
Over Two Thousand Mining 
Grants Issued — Internal Im- 
provements.

CITY OF MEXICO, April 1.—President Diaz 
opened Congress this evening. He began his 
message with a review of the foreign rela- 
tions. In reference to Cuba, he said that 
whenever Mexican citizens have been arrested 
and imprisoned in Cuba charged with being 
implicated in the insurrection, the Mexican 
Consul at Havana has been successful in ob- 
taining their release. 

With respect to the United States, he re- 
ferred to the extension of the term for com- 
pleting the work of the International Water- 
boundary Commission by an agreement be- 
tween the two governments concluded at 
Washington last November. The extension is 
for one year, and the object of this commis- 
sion is to settle the controversy arising from 
changes in the bed of the Rio Grande in that 
part of its course where it forms the interna- 
tional boundary. He also stated that the 
same committee has reported on the plan for 
construction of the dam of the same river 
above El Paso, and said that the Mexican 
Minister at Washington is negotiating a treaty 
with the United States government on lines 


recommended by the commission, He also_ 


remarked that the two governments have 
agreed to submit to the arbitration of the 
Argentine Minister at Madrid the claims 
against Mexico of Charles Oberlander and 
Barbara M.. Messinger, growing out of the 
arrest of the former by Mexican officials on 
the border of Lower California. 

In dealing with domestic affairs, the Presi- 
dent alluded to the progress of public works 
throughout the country, and devoted much 
space to the subject of education. 

Gold and silver mining continues to pros- 
per. He remarks that since his previous 
message in September, 2053 mining grants 
have been issued. During the last fiscal year 
the total exports of Mexico amounted to $105,- 
060,000, of which mineral products contributed 
$71,000,000. In some of the mining camps of 
Mexico great progress is being made in the 
application of electricity generated from water 
power for the operation of mining and milling 
machinery. 

The railway system of the country has been 
extended since September by 485 kilometres. 
Twenty-two new or modified charters or rail- 
roads have been granted in the same time 
and only four have been forfeited. The finan- 
cial condition of the government continues 
entirely satisfactory, and normal sources of 
revenue continue to increase. In the first 
half of the fiscal year the normal revenue 
amounted to $25,500,000, whieh is more than 
half of the sum adopted as the basis for esti- 
mating the revenue during the next: fisca! 
year.

GOING HONOLULU. 


ADMIRAL BEARDSLEE RECEIVES 
SUDDEN ORDERS. 


It ‘ts Understood to Mean That the 
Government is Disturbed by 
Japanese Aggressiveness, 


VESSELS WHICH MAY BE SENT. 


A FORMIDABLE SQUADRON IN CASE 
OF HOSTILITIES. , 


Admiral Ramsay Reticent About the 
Proposed Movement — Another 
Naval Officer More Commani- 
cative—Peru in Prospect.

SAN DIEGO, April 1—Rear Admiral 
Beardslee received orders from Wash- 
ington this afternoon to proceed at 
once with the flagship Philadelphia to 
Honolulu. The order was followed by 
a number of other cipher dispatches, 
which kept the secretary busy translat- 
ing. The greatest excitement prevails 
on board, as intimations have been 
given that trouble is expected between 
the Americans and Japanese. The 
Philadelphia will load all the coal pos- 
sible, making bunkers on deck for the 
purpose, and will get away about next 
Wednesday. None of the other vessels 
here will go. 

The Philadelphia will probably be 
ready to leave Tuesday. It is reported 
that Admiral Beardslee said the Mo- 
nadnock will follow the Philadelphia. 

RAMSAY RATHER RETICENT. 

WASHINGTON, April 1. — The. an- 
nouncement from San Francisco that 
Admiral Beardslee had received orders 
to sail for Honolulu could not be veri- 
fied tonight. Admiral Ramsay was 
rather reticent about denying or affirm- 
ing the story. 

“If Admiral Beardslee,” he said, “has 
decided to go to Honolulu with his 
flagship, there is no significance in the 
movement of the vessels, for the island 
lies in his territory, and he is at liberty 
to oceed there without® any orders 
fron’ the Navy Departmént. He has 
just arrived at San Diego, and it is 
possible that he received a suggestion 
from the Department to go to Honolulu, 
but no orders were -sent, and it is en- 
tirely optional with him whether the 
squadron goes to the islands or not.’”’ 

Admiral Ramsay was emphatic in his 
opinion that there would be no sig- 
nificance in the war vessels going to 
Honolulu, and that such a cruise would 
be in the ordinary routine of the squad- 
ron, 

HIS PROSPECTIVE FLEET. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—The news 
that Admiral Beardslee has been or- 
dered to proceed to Honolulu is taken 
here as an indication that the United 
States government is. apprehensive of | 
trouble in Hawaii over the Japanese 
question. The latest advices from the 
islands state that the Japanese are 
greatly excited over the determination 
of the Hawaiian government to prevent 
the illegal landing of Japanese immi- 
grants. The Japanese are already al- 
most the dominant power on the isl- 
ands, as far as numbers are concerned, 
and Japan has been credited with inten- 
tions of encouragement of emigration 
to Hawaii until the Japanese are in 
control. 

It is not known yet how many ships 
will go with Admiral Beardslee to the 
islands. The Marion is now in Hono- 
lulu harbor, and the Alert left that 
port March 22 for San Francisco. The 
Oregon is on her way to Puget Sound 
to go into.drydock, and will not get 
out for a month. It will take three 
months to get the other vessels ready 
for sea.- At San Diego Admiral Beards- 
lee has with him a fleet consisting of 
the monitor Monadnock, the coast-de- 


fense vessel Monterey, the cruiser 
Philadelphia and the school-ship 
Adams. It is not likely that either the

One of 
them, however, said the trouble be- 
tween the Japanese and the natives 
on the island of Maui was the direct 
cause of anxiety, but that it was 
thought to be simply a prelude to a 
general insurrection on the part of the 
Japanese against the republic. In that 
case the lives and property of the 
Americans will be peculiarly endan-- 
gered, as they comprise the governing 
class. 

“*To tell you the truth,’ said this 
officer, ‘we expect serious trouble in 
Honolulu. From all I can learn, Pres- 
ident McKinley is about to reverse 
Cleveland’s policy with regard to the 
islands. The Japanese question has 
forced the United States government 
to action. .We expect to be in Hono- 
lulu six months, and I should not be 
surprised if the American flag would 
be qoating over the islands before we 
leave there. The United States will 
never allow Japan to take the islands 
and any attempt to do so will result 
in war.

GRANTED A NEW TRIAL, 


It Makes No Difference That James 
D. Page Ran Away.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—James D. 
Page, ex-District Attorney at San 
Francisco, who was accused of embez- 
zling from the estate of Louis Lieh- 
neger, an insane person for whom he 
was guardian, has been granted a new 
trial by the Supreme Court. 

Page was appointed guardian of 
Lichneger in 1891. Four years later an 
accounting was demanded by the court, 
and Page fied to Salt Lake City, where 
he lived under an assumed name. He 
then went to New York City, where 
he was captured and brought back here 
for trial.

UNDERGRADUATE SCHOLARSHIP. 


These Gifts to Be Awarded by the 
Academic Council. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1.—The 
sixty-four undergradute scholarships 
that are to be given to students at the 
State University will soon be ready 
for distribution. The faculty of the 
university made known yesterday the 
methods by which these gifts would 
be awarded. There are three kinds of 
scholarships for which the students of 
the State may compete. Bight of these, 
for women students only, are given by 
Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, and yield $800 
each annually. 

The Levi Strauss scholarships are 
given on the same terms as the Cali- 
fornia State scholarships. At present 
each series will number 28, and they 
will be divided equally among the 
seven congressional districts of the 
State. Mr. Strauss’s donation is $3500 
@ year. 

All the scholarships will be awarded 
by the academic council on recom- 
mendation of the standing Committee 
on Scholarships. The Levi Strauss and 
California State scholarshfps will be 
given to students irrespective of sex. 
The amount of each scholarship will 
be determined largely by the number 
of applicants, but none will be less 
than $125.

Gov. Budd Commutes Their Sen- 
tence to Life Imprisonment.

SAN QUENTIN, April 1.—Gov. Budd 
has formally commuted the death sen- 
tence of John and Ceasar Cummings 
from death by hanging to life imprison- 
ment in the State penitentiary. The 
Governor recently submitted the mat- 
ter to the Board of Prison Direcors for 
consideration and they referred it to 
Director Winkins. Mr. Wilkins re- 
ported favorably to life imprisonment, 
the board indorsed the report, and on 
their indorsement Gov. Budd issued the 
formal commutation. The Cummings 
Brothers have been working in the jute 
mull ever since their temporary reprieve 
that arrived at San Quentin a few 
hours before they wee to have been 
hanged. The men were sentenced to 
death for the murder of a farmer, T. 
C. Narramore, neaf Riverside, in 1895. 


SHOT HIS DIVORCED WIFE. 


James Douglass Attempts Murder 
and Suicide but Fails. 
STOCKTON, April 1—A__ serious 
shooting affray occurred this morning 
at the neighboring village of Linden. 
James Douglass, a laborer, shot ‘his 
divorced wife because of her alleged 
intimacy with other men. He fired 
two bullets into her left breast and 
then, turning the pistol on himself, 
emptied the weapon. “His aim was 
bad, however, and no bullet struck 
him, although the revolver was held 
so close that his clothes were burned.

CORNER PRODUCTS. 


No Farm Stuff Beyond That Needed 
for Their Consumption to Be 
Raised.

THE ORGANIZATION, 


Supreme Body Made Up of One Rep- 
resentative from Each State—The 
Purpose is to Compel the Im- 
portation of All Produce. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL, WIRE.1 

TOLEDO (0O.,) April 1.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The farmers are trying to form 
a trust. It is to spread all over the 
land, and if the present plans carry, 
not a dollar’s worth of farm produce 
of any kind will be sold for general 
consumption. Ina nutshell, the idea 
is for the farmers to limit their crops 


0 the actual living needs of the mem- 


bers of the trust. The idea is a beau- 
tiful one. The organization is secret 


and cath-bound, and its principles are 


known just now to only a select few 
outside of those directly concerned in 
its development. According to the pro- 
moters, however, the country is prac- 
tically in condition to be placed in the 
grip of this remarkable combine. 

An accident revealed the existence of 
‘the Farmers’ Trust. Significantly, just 
about the time it was announced that 
a Kansas man had cornered the onion 
market, a man who called himself ‘Py 
F. Brown,” and registered from Johns- 
town, Pa., put up at the Jefferson 
Hotel in this city. He turned out to be 
quite a big man in the new trust, being 
no other than the national organizer. 
Mr. Brown was here a few days and was 
very mysterious. Then he went away 
and forgot all his important papers. In 


black and white were the details of the |- 


trust for farmers. The plot was beau- 
tifully worked out, and not the merest 
little bit was missing. 

‘Lancaster, Pa., was the birthplace of 
the trust. It saw light there some 
months ago, and was incorporated un- 
der the laws of: New Jersey, as the 
Agriculturists” National Protective As- 
sociation. The supreme body is made 
up of one representative from each 
State, whose duties are similar to those 
of a board of directors of an ordinary 
corporation. Each State has a subordi- 
nate board of directors, consisting of 


one representative from each Congress 


District. Each district, in turn, is 
governed by a board of two members 
from each county. Each county has im- 
mediate control of the board, with 
members ranging from five to eleven 
in number, who direct the movements 
of township organizations. Its purpose 
is to do nothing this year in controll- 
ing markets, because the organization 
is not yet complete. Next year, how- 
ever, the crops will be limited to the 
actual living needs of the members of 
the organization. 

If the plan were carried out, not a 
dollar’s worth of farm product of'any 
kind will be sold for general consump- 
tion, it being the purpose to compel 
people to import all of the food prod- 
ucts. It is believed that by this means 
the power of the association can best 
make itself felt. The system of di- 
viding the proceeds of the sa’es is some- 
what complicated, but it appears to be 
absolutely just, and to provide for 


much better financial results to the|/. 


farmer than the present individualistic 
system of raising everything and sell- 
ing what he can at such prices as he 
can get for it. It is declared by those 
who claim to know that almost every 
State in the Union has been organized, 
or is in process of organization, and 
that the farmers have taken readily to 
this wonderful plan.

‘owners and Edward North and Richard 
Green represented the oil producers, 
assisted by J. H. Keifer, in the capacity 
of ehairman of a committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Board of Trade 
and Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association. Oil Inspector Monlux was 
also present. wees 

When the meeting. came to order J. 
H. Keifer was called on by Councilman 
Baker, chairman of the special com- 
mittee, to explain the position of the 
various bodies which had protested to 
the Council against the provisions of 
the oil ordinance recently passed. Mr. 
Keifer placed in evidence a map on 
which the boundaries of the oil dis- 
trict were defined. The first section of 
the ordinance to which he called atten- 
tion was that prohibiting the storage 


cept underground. This he contended 
was destined to work great hardship on 
the oil operators. He showed from the 
manufacturers’ and consumers’ stand- 
point that it was impossible to comply 
with the ordinance in that it prohibited 
the making of loud noises by escaping 
steam and the creation of noxious 
fumes. All manufacturing concerns 
and the railroals were affected. The 
pay roll of the Troy Laundry, alone, 
with which he was connected, amounted 
to $650 per week, and was largely dis- 
tributed among women and men. Such 
manufacturing and employing agencies 
would be seriously interfered with if 
restrictions were placed too heavily 
upon the oil producers and laws were 
put into effect which would so em- 
barass the operation of their business 
as to increase the cost of fuel oil to 
the large consumers. In every town in 
Ohio, where oil was produced, the peo- 
ple: welcomed manufacturers and of- 
fered them subsidies instead of im- 
posing restrictive conditions upon them. 
He contended the oil industry should 
be encouraged and eventually the man- 
ufactaring and oil .industries would

Edward North, for the oil producers, 
then made.an argument in favor of an 
amendment of the ordinance. He ad- 
mitted that some of the oil-men at 
times had created nuisances and vio- 
lated fofmerly-existing ordinances, but 
considerable surprise had been ex- 
pressed at what he termed the prohib- 
itive provisions of the new law. Re- 
fined kerosene oil was ten times as in- 
flammable as crude oil, but it was not 
included in the ordinance. Only two 
fires of importance had occurred in the 
district in four years. In the Temple- 
street fire the character of the local 
heavy gravity oil was proved. It re- 
quired a great degree of heat to make 
it readily-inflammable, and it is in this 
resnect unl most California crude 
oil. At the time of the fire it was 
shown that the chemical engine easily 
extinguished the fire, and the ‘oil ran 
down Temple street and poured into 
sump holes, where it accumulated, and 
has since been used for fuel. As for the 
action of insurance companies in re- 
voking policies, they allowed derricks 
within twenty-five feet of houses, and 
derricks were as dangerous as tanks. 
Mr. North favored the placing of tanks 
at a fair elevation above the ground, to 
avoid the accumulation of gas, which 
would surely follow the burying of oil 
in large quantities underground. The 
production of the Los Angeles oil field 
at the present time was about 2000 bar- 
rels a day, and the average price was 
$1.25, amounting to $2500 a day spent in 
this city. In 1896 756,000 barrels were 
produced. The oil industry has put into 
circulation $700,000 to $800,000 per year. 
The ordinary tank could not be buried 
for less than $200 to $300. Operators 
must suspend for a time to make the 
change. The water question will also 
become serious in the case of ‘many 
wells. The repeal of subdivision G of 
the ordinance was the point most 
strongly insisted on. No fire was trace- 
able to the storage of oil/ Numbers of 
other articles were stored without re- 
striction all over the city, although it 
was known that they were of highly 
combustible nature. As far as property 
was to be considered, the appreciation 
of values of vacant lots and those hav- 
ing on them cheap buildings was a fair 
offset to the shrinkage in value of a 
few residence lots. If this provision 
regulating storage should stand, the in- 
dustry would be forced to shut down, 
Mr. North said. They could not pump 
into wagons, because their capacity ex- 
ceeded thirty gallons, the limit fixed by

ceuld not comprehend the purpose of 
an ordinance prohihitng such a practice. 

At this point Mr. North was told by 
Councilmen Grider and Baker that it 
was the purpose of the Council to force 
the oil men to foad their wagons on 
private property. Against the. section 
of ordinance prohibiting 
. Stretching of wires and cables across 
the streets, Mr. North argued that such 
a requirement was a great hardship. 
He was told that the present provisions 
were aimed merely against pumping 
appliances, although strictly interpreted 
it would interfere with the cleaning of 
wells and other temporary operations. 

Mr. Keifer stated that it was prac- 
_tically impossible for sump-holes to 
be established on some of the lots in 
the hilly district. With these operators 
it was impossible ‘to comply with the 
ordinance and they would be. wiped 
out of existence immediately. 
Councilman Toll said, in answer to 
Mr: Keifer’s objection, that the ordi- 
nance would not prohibit the general 
operation of steam engines in the dis- 
trict, and that his opinion. was that 
the ordinance was aimed to cover oil 
wells only. 

Charles McFarland then addressed 
the committee as a representative of 
the oil producers and as an owner of 
private interests in the oil district. 
Three points, he said, in the ordinance, 
if executed, would shut down opera- 
tions. The prohibition of the stretch- 
ing of wires and cables across the 
streets, the loading of tanks on graded 
streets, and the method of storage 
prescribed. He proposed an amend- 
ment to the effect that the temporary 
stretching of wires and cables across 
the streets. be allowed. The loading 
of oil wagons on graded streets also 
made it impossible for some oil pro- 
ducers to continue in business, because 
of the location of their wells. Mr. Mc- 
Farland proposed that negligence in 
loading and the allowing of dripping 
oil on the streets should be made a 
punishable offense. Few persons had 
been injured by overground storage 
tanks. An exception to the effect that 
no one should be allowed to erect an 
overground tank within 100 feet of a 
building except by the owner’s con- 
sent was most desirable. As it stood 
certain features of the ordinance were 
in the nature of special legislation. 
When -Mr. McFarland was forced to 
give his candid opinion he stated that 
in his opinion as an attorney the or- 
dinance was not worth the paper it 
was written on, and before he escaped 
he was forced to confess that the 
amendments he proposed w@uld not. 
add to its legality. Judge Van Dyke 
had decided that the Council had no 
power to create a district within..the 
boundaries of which only business of 
a certain kind could. be maintained, 
while across the street it could be op- 
erated in full swing. . 

.Mr. Frey, as a representative of the 
Chamber of Commerce, thought that 
the enforcement of the ordinance would 
be a severe blow at the prospective 
‘growth of Los Angeles as a manufac- 
+ turing city, because jit would cripple 
the oil industry and increase the cost 
of fuel. He was willing to take all of 
Chicago’s smells for Chicago’s busié 
a@ess, and had no objection to a foundry 
next to a hotel, and a boisterous steam 
engine next door to a private residence. 

William Meek stated that his com- 
pany saved $5 a day and Mr. Keifer 
that his company saved $400 a month 
from the substitution of oil for coal 
as fuel. Mr. Foy stated that laundering 
and bread were as expensive to the 
people as in former days and the peo- 
ple at large - knew nothing of Mr. 
Meek’s business economies. 

Mr. Gray said that the property in 
the oil district was worthless for any 
purpose but to produce oil, and, if that 
industry were destroyed, what would 
the poor lot-holders do, who could not 
lease their property to the oil-producers 
pom aces no other use for it but to live 
on it. 

James Burdett then took up the case 
for the property owners in the oil dis- 
trict. He reviewed the preparation of 
the ordinance by a joint committee of 
the Council, the oil men and the prop- 
erty owners, and its passage by the 
Council. The oil-producers were fully 
advised of its provisions and knew 
what to expect. The outcry was first 
raised when an oil inspector was ap- 
pointed two weeks later and it. was 
announced that he would enforce the 
ordinance without regard to person. A 
communication had been sent to the 
Council asking it not to enforce the 
law. If a pliant inspector had been ap- 
pointed such as was on duty under the 
old ordinance, not a sound of protest 
would have been uttered. Here had 
come men who were self-appointed 
champions of the railroads, of the 
manufacturers and of various indus- 
tries, but who have no regard for the 
interests of the public in the streets of 
the city. These men were Saving their 
money, but where was the profit going? 
Surely into the pockets of these manu- 
facturers and oil consumers, but not 
to any material advantage to the mass 
of citizens. The street railways and 
the steam railways, the hotels and the 
other consumers were making ‘profits 
no doubt from chéaper fuel, and a lim- 
ited number of men were employéd in 
the oil fields, but the fact. remained 
that a large body of other citizens 
had practically had their property con- 
fiscated or ruined against their ex- 
pressed protests. 

Then Mr. Burdett quoted Mr. Mc- 
Farland’s contemptuous estimate of the 
valuelessness of the ordinance from a 
legal standpoint.

: “Yes, I have,” retorted Mr. Bur- 
dett, turning quickly to Mr. McFar- 
land. ‘‘You once drew an oil ordinance 
when you were serving as the legal 
adviser of this cit¥, which you imme- 
diately knocked out in the courts after 
your retirement from the office df City 
Attorney.” The pat answer brought 
down great applause, and evidently 
greatly discomfited Mr. McFarland 

Then Mr. Burdett answered the 
charge of discrimination against the 
oil-producers by citing a number of or- 
dinances of like nature. The debate 
was enlivened by frequent interruption 
from the side of. the oil-producers, 
against Whom Mr. Burdett held his 
own with ready retort and sharp wit. 

In answer to McFarland, he said: 
“The restrictions are unreasonable be- 
cause they apply to you. You have 
argued that unjust discrimination was 
made against your clients among the 
oil-producers, while other businesses, in 
Which inflammable materials are 
handled, are untrammeled. That is 
why I cite these instances of what you 
are sometimes pleased to call special 
legislation.” 

Mr. Burdett continued to read the 
ordinances governing the issuance of 
special permits by the Board of Fire 
Conimissioners. The next point he con- 
sidered was the Stretching of cables 
across the streets, Which he said the 
oil men regarded merely from their 
own interested standpoint, and without 
regard to the interest of the public in 
the streets. The streets which it had 
been said were- given up to the oil 
industry were abandoned by whose 
legal authority and voluntary action? 
Simply because the: people who lived 
there had been driven out. The oil 
men admitted some nuisances have 
been created, and Mr. Burdett = said’ 
he was willing to admit it with them. 
Pecple stayed away from those streets 
because oil nuisances were maintained 
there, and followed other’ thorough- 
fares. 

In regard to the storage of oil under- 
ground, Mr. Burdett took a no less 
advanced position. The property-owner 
was the victim of the carelessness of 
the oil man—who was to pay him for 
his loss? He flatly contradicted Mr. 
North’s assertion that the oil was not 
of an inflammable nature, and _sre- 
called the general trend of State and 


municipal legislation In restricting the | 


use of petroleum and gunpowder, and. 
other dangerous materials. One in- 
surance company had stated to him 
yesterday that it had cancelled forty- 
four policies, amounting to $35,000, in the 
oil district, because it considered the 
risk too great to be incurred. 

Mr. Moss made an impassioned ad- 
dress ‘in his usual striking manner. 
People had been driven out of their 
houses and property had no _ rental 
value in the district. He denounced 
the oil industry as a gambling propo- 
Sition, from which a few men derived 
benefit at the expense of the greater 
number. His terms were violent, and 
his speech rapid, and the old gentle- 
mai’s remarks were not tempered to 
flatter the ears of his opponents. 

Mr. McFarland insisted that the oil 
men ns oh not asking that the ordinance 
be repealed, but merely that’ three 
amendments be accepted. He stated 
that there had never been a fire started 
from an oil tank in this city, and he 
held that.a number of frame houses 
close together were as dangerous as a 
bunch of storage tanks. 

Councilman Toll said that he Knew 
from personal knowledge that the in- 
surance companies had always felt 
great solicitude about the advance of 
the oil field, and he stated that the in- 
surance companies were satisfied with 
the new ordinance. Their precaution 
was the result of their experience, and 
they stated how by underground stor- 
age alone they knew that oil could be 
safely handled. Not only Was the in- 
surance policy revoked and protection 
removed, but the dangerous exposure 
of property to fire from large quantities 
of oil was added to the actual loss of 
property. The difference of a_ tank 
above ground on fire and a tank of cl 
underground on fire was very great, in 
his opinion. The burning oil under- 
ground could be readily controlled, but 
it was not so where the oil could es- 
cape and the flames communicate to 
adjoining property. 

By this time the debate had assumed 
all the features of a verbal rough-and- 
tumble, and all parliamentary | rules 
were discarded. No new points were 
brought out, and the few speakers on 
either side who succeeded in making 
themselves heard above the general 
hubbub were disposed to argue the | 
matter purely from the standpoint of 
individual gain or loss. 

Councilman Grider finally moved, at 
11:15 o’clock, that the meeting adjourn. 


MAY BE AMENDED. 


Certain Defects in the Pole and 
Wire Ordinance Overlooked. 
There is a possibility that the new 
ordinance providing that no more poies 
for carrying electric: wires -shall be 
erected within the proposed conduit 
system will not immediately receive the 
Mayor’s signature. In fact, it may be 
returned with the executive disap- 

proval. 

‘President Silver and Councilman Toll 
yesterday requested Mayor Snyder to 
hold back the ordinance for ten days 
and the Mayor in a way assented to 
their request. It appears that the West 
Side Electric Lighting Company some 
few days since entered into a contract 
with the property-owners along Main 
street to furnish a large number of 
lights along that stret, and in order for 
them to comply with the contract they 


must erect about three hundred new 


poles. Permits for this work were is- 
sued before the ordinance was adopted 


and the manager of the electric light-— 


ing company finds himself in a diffi- 
cult position because the Council voted 


to put the ordinance into Tmnvédiate} 


effect. 

Mayor Snyder was inclined to listen 
graciously to a postponement ‘of. the 
enforcement of the ordinace, but he 
has discovered other features which 
he thinks of insufficient stringency to 
make the law operative to the satisfac- 
tion of the public.

Charles T, Howland Files an AMmi- 
davit—Judze York Issues an Or- 
der Restraining the Sheriff from 
Issuing a Deed to the Premises, 


Charles T. Howland filed an affidavit 
yesterday in the case of W. W. Howard 
against James Ashman and C. R. Coe 


which alleges the following statements 


to be true: 

He is Howard's attorney. An execu- 
tion in Howard's favor against Ash- 
man and Coe was issued on March 24 of 
this year. This execution was placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff, who was in- 
structed by Howland to levy on and sell 
200 shares of stock in the Keystone Hay, 
Grain and Milling Company, which 
stock was then the property of Ash- 
man and Coe. The Sheriff thereupon 
levied upon the property and gave not- 
ice of the sale of the same by posting 
as required by law. The time fixed ir 
the sale in the notices posted was March 
31, at 10 o'clock a.m. 

On March 27 Howland telephoned to 
the office of the Sheriff and inquired the 
date and hour of the sale under the exe- 
cution. He was informed over the tele- 
phone by one of the deputy sheriffs, 
which one he is unable to state, that 


the sale would take place at 12 o'clock | 


noon, on March 31. Howland at once 


noted the date and the hour in his 
journal. 
Howland further alleges that the 


Sheriff’s sales in this county are usu- 
ally made at the hour of 12 o’clock. and 


east 12,000 acres of the south half of 
Rancho E, Mission of San Fernando.

AX TRANSFER AND LEASE, 

A Suit to Regain Property Lost by 
an Unprofitable Trade. 

The case of William MacNaughton 
Watson and 
wife against N. H. Mitchell and wife 
was on trial before Judge Walter Van 
Dyke in Department Four yesterday. 
The troubles of the parties eoncerned 
were brought about in the following 
manner: 

Watson and his wife owned a four- 
room stone cottage on lot 10, in block 
4 of the village of Monte Vista, and 
twenty-six acres in the west portion of 
the Tejunga ranch. This property was 
free from incumbrance. The Mac- 
Naughtons owned an eight-room house 
at-No, 244 Belmont avenue, on which 
there was an _ $1800 mortgage. The 
Mitchells were in possession of the 
Hotel Mitchell at Pasadena. 
tober, 1896, the first two families 
agreed to trade their property for the 
hotel. They therefore gave their notes 
and mortgages on their real estate for 
the good-will and management of the 


Mitchells’ business, including, of 
course, the furniture and furnishings 
-of ‘the hotel.: 


The MacNaughton and Watsons then 
leased the building for three years. 
They were to pay therefor - $125 per 
month for the first eighteen months, 
$150 for the next six months, 8125 for 
the six months following, and $150 for 
the remainder of the three years. At 
the end of the first year the Mitcnells 
agreed in the contract to sell the place 
for $8000 and at the end of the second 
year for $7000. 

Now the MacNaughtons and Wat- 
sons bring suit, alleging that the hotel 
business at Pasadena is not what it 
was represented to be by the Mitchells. 
They say the actual value of the lease 
was $50 per month, and they have lost 
$50 per month by taking the business. 
They ask that the lease and, transfer 
be set aside by an order of the court 
and that they be allowed to recover 
the mortgages given on their property. 
They further ask that they be awarded 
$6000 damages. 

The Mitchells contest the case and 
deny all allegations as to misrepresen- 
tation. The court said yesterday in 
ruling on a point in the case as to the 
admissibility of certain evidence: 
“While it is a principle of business to 
hold every man at arms lengths and 
deal with him as if he were a scoun- 
drel, it is nog so considered by the 
law. A man should go at a contract 
with his eyes open, however, and in- 
vestigate a matter before making him- 
self a party to it, even if he does not 
look with the eye of suspicion upon 
every one of his fellowmen.”’ 


CREDITORS AFTER H®M, 


Willinm MueNer’s Assignee Wants 
nu Deed Set Aside, 

Judge York heard the testimony yes- 

terday in the suit brought by’ Henry 


Greenawalt, the assignee of William 
Mueller, insolvent, against Mary 
Mueller. The suit was brought to ob- 
tain an order of the court setting aside 
a deéd to certain property which Muel- 
ler made to his wife before he was 
adjudged insolvent.

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THE DINGLEY BILL. 

The Dingley Tariff Bill, as it has 
‘passed the House, may not fully sat- 
isfy the ideas of everybody as to what 
It -has 
gome imperfections, without a doubt. 
No tariff bill was ever passed that sat- 
{sfied everybody, and in the nature of 
things no such measure could be de- 
vised. Even the McKinley law, when it 
was first enacted, met with much op- 
position, not alone from its avowed op- 
ponents, but in the house of its friends. 
So vigorous and persistent were the 
assaults made upon it by friend and 
foe that the Congress which passed it 
was discredited at the succeeding elec- 
tion, and a free-trade majority was 
returned to the House in the fall of 
1892. 

But the McKinley law, though thus 
apparently discredited before it had 
even had a trial, wrought its own com- 
plete vindication long before it was re- 
pealed in 1894, to be succeeded by the 
present “tariff of perfidy and dishonor.” 
Those who had condemned it too 


hastily in 1892 were led to see the ere 


ror of their views, and afterward be. 
came its fast friends and champions. 
It had become plainly apparent, long 
before the McKinley law was repealed, 
that it was one of the wisest and best 
laws ever placed upon the statute 
books of this nation, and by all odds 
the best tariff law ever enacted.

Wilson Bill became a law, learned that 
they had made a serious mistake - in 
electing a free-trade Congress, pledged 
to the repeal of the McKinley law. It 


- Was too late, however, to remedy the 


erfor in time to prevent the repeal of 
that law and the enactment of the 
wretched measure which took its place. 
The present tariff, therefore, was dis- 
credited, even before it was passed. 
The people had condemned it, and the 
policy which was back of it, months 
before it was placed upon the statute 
books. They embraced the first oppor- 
tunity afforded them to record their 
@hange of heart on this subject, and in 
the fall of 1894 returned a Republican 
majority to the House of nearly or 
quite 100 votes. This majority, how- 
ever, was powerless to execute the will 
of the people, for the reason that a 
free-trade President, elected at thesame 
time that the people made their great 
mistake on the tariff question, in 1892, 
Occupied the executive chair. 

But the people held to their purpose, 
&nd in the fall of 1896 again sent to the 
House. a strong Republican majority, 
with tariff protection as its watchword. 
This majority has just passed the 
Dingley Bill, which, whatever its faults 
of omission or commission, is cer- 
tainly a protective measure, and as 
guch conforms in a general way to 
Republican principles, and to the will 
ef the people as expressed at the polls 
in the election of 1896. 

The Dingley Bill.now goes to the 
Senate. That body has not a Repub- 
lican majority, but the consensus . of 
opinion seems to be that the bill will 
pass, after it has been amended in some 
more or less vital particulars. As The 
Times has heretofore shown, it would 
be politically inexpedient and foolish 
for the opponents of protection in the 
Senate to combine for the defeat of 
protective legislation. Nobody will ob- 
ject if some honest attempts be made 
in the Senate to amend the bill. It 
has been carried ‘hastily through the 
House, with the expectation that more 
Thorough consideration would be given 
it in the upper house. That body can 
now take time to amend the bill, and 
possibly to correct some of its mis- 
takes. If this work be done conscien- 
tiously, with a sincere desire to serve 
the best interests of the country, and 


with reasonable promptness, all will be’ 


well. 

It is not expected that the bill will 
pass the Senate as promptly as it 
passed the House, nor is such a re- 
sult altogether to be desired; for a 
measure of so much importance should 
receive close and careful attention be- 
fore it is finally made the law of the 
Jjand. If, therefore, the Senate will 
consider the bill in the spirit of true 
patriotism, remembering that the will

A Considerable Decrease in Them 
for the Month of March. »

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) April 1.—The 
monthly statement of the public debt 
shows that at the close of business 
yesterday the debt, less cash in the 
treasury, amounted to $1,003,962,200, a 
decrease for the month of $8,628,254. This 


sponding increase in the amount of 
cash on hand. The debt is recapitu- 
lated as follows: Interest-bearing debt; 
$847,364,950; debt on which interest has 
ceased since maturity, $1,355,760; total, 
bearing no interest, $377,287,096; total, 
$1,226,007,806. 

This, however, does not include $607,- 
702,473 in certificates and treasury notes 
outstanding, and offset by an equal 
amount of cash in the treasury. The 
cash in the treasury is classified as 
follows: Gold, $189,242,803; silver, $617,- 
048,211; paper, $151,057,504; bonds, dis- 
bursing officers’ balances, etc., $17,891,- 
239; total, $875,239.759, against which 
there are demand liabilities amounting 
to $653,194,153, which leaves a cash 
balance in the treasury of $222,045,606.

LOS ANGELES. THEATER. The ar- 
gumentof Robert Buchana’s beautiful 
play, “Squire Kate,” in which Georgia 
Cayvan came back to us last night 
from an absence all too long, (but this 
time as a star surrounded by her own 
admirable company of players,) is 
daintily epitomized in the lines of the 
old song which is quoted in the pro- 
gramme, and which runs thus: 

“There grew two roses in the light 

Hey, the wind and the weather!— 

And one was red and one was white, 
And they shone in the sun together. 


“Cold and chill.the east wind blew— 
Hey, the wind and the weather!— 
And the roses dropped in the rain and dew, 
And saddened both together. 


“The white rose wept with a bitter pain— 
Hey, the wind and the weather!— 
And there came a storm which tore in twain 
The roses that grew together. 


“Sunlight comes when the storm has fled— 
Hey, the wind and the weather!— 
And white’s still white, and the red’s still 


red,

« “Squire Kate” id a drama of English 
life, tender in sentiment, cleanly and 
wholesome in motif, and shows in its 
construction the master hand of the 
story-teller, aS well as that of a play- 
wright, who has a thorough knowl- 
edge of the art of dramatic construc- 
tiom, Its story.is not involved, nor is 
it new, but the writer has so freshened 
his theme with the pleasant zephyrs 
that blow across fragrant fields and 
has so lald oh the color that makes 
human hearts beat, that one rejoices in 
the achievement as though it was all 
novelty itself. 

There are two. sisters in ‘‘Squire 
Kate’ who love the same man—one 
who is the head of the family, a coun- 
try squire in petticoats, as it were, 
the other a dainty flower of a maiden 
who has grown up into young woman- 
hood under the fostering and motherly 
care of the elder of the pair. It is 
about the loves of these two characters 
of his fancy that Mr. Buchanan has 
woven: his play, and as has already 
been said in the endeavor he has dis- 
played not only a cleanly mind, but he 
$9 plays upon the emotions that after 
the sunshine of mirth there is. the 
rain of tears—after the roses are torn 
by the storm apart, “they bloom in 
the sun together,’”’ 

Georgia Cayvan is no stranger to. 
American audiences, and for many 
years she has been recognized as one 
of the most promising of our younger 
stage women. In “Squire Kate” one 
sees her at her best. In the homely 
and realistic scene in the first act, in 
which she deftly constructs a robust 
plum pudding in the kitchen of Weald 
Farm, she is a picture of domesticity 
that savors of warmth and comfort, 
and good cheer; one may easily fancy 
that a pudding from her hands would 
be as toothsome as the maker’s person- 
ality is alluring, and he could as easily 
agree that she has sufficient will and 
forcefulness of character to be a real 
Squire Kate instead of only a simula- 
tor of the personage of the play- 
wright’s imagination. Miss Cayvan 
makes of Catherine Thorpe an exe 
tremely str@ng, resolute, resourceful 
woman, but with all her rugged power 
that of necessity is masculine in char- 
acter, she is yet a woman who loves 
as fiercely as creatures of that nature 
usually do. This is shown with splen- 
did force in the closing scene of the 


her young sister and her lover in the 
hay field, and hears from the latter 
his avowal that it is the little blonde 
sister he is in love with, and not the 
mistress of Wead Farm. Her savage 
and hysterical denunciation of Hetty 
is a wonderfully impressive bit of play- 
ing, and when she falls in a swocm in 
the stubble he must be a hard-hearted 
auditor, indeed, who does not pay to 
the player the tribute of a tear. About 
her Miss Cayvan has gathered a com- 
pany that in its entirety fully equals 
any organization seen here in ‘years. 
So strong and clever and effective is 
it, indeed, that it seems unfair to 
particularize unless one goes over the 
entire cast in a praiseful way. And 
yet, this critique would not he com- 
plete without a word regarding the 
very excellent impression made by Mary 
Jerrold, who assumes the role of Hetty 
Thorpe. This young woman to a youth- 
fulness of face and figure adds a nat- 
ural grace and intelligence which made 
her appearance last evening distinctly 
impressive. She is a sweet, comelv 
human girl of the good old sort, that 
have roses in their cheeks, and good- 
ness in their hearts, and. that she won 
George Heathcote for a lover is quite 
understandable. Orrin Johnson, who 
assumed the role of the young lover, {fs 
a capital player, one who appreciates 
the subtleties of his art to the full, and 
one who may he depended upon to make 
his way.

Buchanan’s romance made a strong im- 
pression. His make-up was exception- 
ally good, and his simulation of the 
money-grasping old land-owner was 
masterful and strong in all ways.

HELEN KELLER TO HAVE THE AID 
OF LITERARY PEOPLE. 


A Wonderful Blind, Deaf and Dumb 
Girl. Who is Better Prepared 
Than Most Young Women—Fand 
of Fifty Thousand Dollars to 
Be Raised, hac.” 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIFF.) 
NEW YORK, April 1.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] A number of literary people in 
this city have codperated in starting a 
movement in aid of Helen Keller, the 
wonderful blind, deaf and dumb girl, 
who will soon enter Ratcliffe College 
for Women, an annex to Harvard Col- 
lege. So gifted is Miss Keller that at17 
she will enter this edllege, probably bet- 
ter prepared than any girl in the full 
possession of all faculties. She has ac- 
complished wonders in ten years, aided 
by her teacher, Miss Sullivan, and, ow- 
ing to the new movement in her behalf, 

a promising future lies before her. 


Keller’s friends and those literary peo- 
ple who are interesting themselves in 
her behalf, are.trying to raise the sum 
of $50,000 to be invested, so that the in- 
come will furnish support for Miss Kel- 
ler and her teacher. At their death the 
income is intended to revert to some 
benevolent institution, to be named by 
the trustees of the fund. The movement 
in behalf of Miss Keller was started 
only a month ago; but already so great 
and widespread is the interest in her 
case that nearly half the required sum 
has been raised. 

Among the literary people interested 
are Lawrence Hutton, W. D. Howells 
and Charles Dudley Warner. Miss Kel- 
ler was born in 1880, and is one of four 
children. At the age of eighteen 
months she was stricken with a long

drive will soon be begun. 


Judge Hughes of San Diego adminis- 
tered a rebuke to the District Attor- 
ney that is too often deserved by over- 
zealous prosecuting officers, when he 
declared that a defendant had been 
convicted on insufficient evidence and 
refused to pass sentence. The District 
Attorney, who constitutes himself a 
public persecutor, abuses his authority 
and commits a crime against human- 
ity. He is more dangerous even than 
the pettifogger who resorts to discred- 
itable trickery to save a rogue from 


Southern. California. 


Riverside orange-growers have not 
held any mass-meeting to protest 
against the proposed tariff of a cent 
a pound on citrus fruits, but it might 
be inferred “from the parsimonious 
manner in which they have responded 
to the appeal for funds to help the 
amendment through Congress, that 
they are averse to protection. River- 


side would derive more benefit from 


such a tariff than any other county, 
yet it has thus far done the least to- 
ward sharing the expense of keeping a 
committee at Washington at this criti- 
cal time to look after the citrus fruit 
interests. This niggardly policy, if con- 
tinued, will bring reproach upon the 
good name of Riverside county. 


BOULEVARD ROUTES. 


Committee and Engineers Inspect 
Proposed Lines. 

In considering the best way to get out 
of the city in a northerly direction with 
a@ great highway, the Pasadena Boule- 
vard Committee has advanced a ‘bold 
proposition. It finds an eligible route 
across lots, extending for nearly a mile 
through an almost open and unim- 
proved country, and starting from the 
theoretical center of the city—the 
plaza. Immediately to the east of the 
plaza and Chinatown ground 
rapidly descends to the river bottoms. 
By cutting through some old buildings 
on the northeast and springing a via- 
duct over the Southern Pacific railroad, 


an avenue may be laid out through a. 


succession of fields and pastures to a 
point on thé Old Mission road,’a mile 
distant, just north of the hospital. The 
Boulevard Committee yesterday looked 
along that imaginary avenue from both 
ends and absorbed some new impres- 
sions. 

The committee made a trip over what 
might be called the scenic route to 
Pasadena ina tally-ho. The party con- 
sisted of the chairman, Judge Charles 
Silent; J. S. Slauson, Gen. Charles For- 
man, R. J. Waters, O. T. Johnson, Dr. 
William Le Moyne Wills, Colin Stewart, 
Howard Longley and Secretary Wifliam 
H. Knight of the committee, and En- 
gineers Fred Eaton, W. B. Clapp and 
T. D. Allin. They took the Macy-street 
road past East Side Park and thence 
over the so-called adobe road between 
the two ranges of hills east of the Ar- 
royo Seco. Midway between the north- 
ern city limits and South Pasadena 
their attention was directed by Mr. 
Eaton to a depression in the ridge 
which bounds the western horizon, 
caused by Estudillo Cafion and which he 
said would make a practicable route for 
crossing the ridge to the valley on the 
western side, coming out at Lincoln 
Park, and affording a direct and feasi- 
ble connection with a southern extension 
of Orange Grove avenue. The party 
continued on the main road to Fair 
Oaks avenue and then turned to the 
left, and as they approached the north- 
ern slope of the hills,, left the tally-ho 
and climbed to the summit and walked 
along the dividing ridge to Estudillo 
Cafion., 

Engineers Allin of South Pasadena 
and Clapp of Pasadena, who were fa- 
miliar with the local topography, 
pointed out all the salient features 
bearing upon the problem, and Mr. 
Eaton called attention to the possible 
routes through the hills to the south. 

The party returned to the city via 
Pasadena avenue, making a detour for 
several blocks over Griffin avenue, 
yt is to be widened to one hundred 

eet. 

After lunching at the California Club, 
a& meeting was held and a committee of 
three, consisting of Messrs. ‘Stewart, 
Waters and Slauson, was appointed to 
confer with Engineers Eaton, Hawgood 
and Purcell with a view to proceeding

A- REAR-END COLLISION. 
DISASTER on THE 
ELECTRIO ROAD. 


Several Members of Police Officer 
Neighbors’s Family Severely In- 
jured—The Accident Due to Cars 
Running Too Close Together. 


A serious rear-end collision occurred 
on the Los Angeles Railway Company’s 
University division, Wednesday even- 
ing, as a procession of crowded elec- 
tric cars, running one close after the 
other, was conveying residents of the 
uptown districts home from ex-Mayor 
Rader’s funeral. The fifteen-months- 
old child of Police Officer Neighbors re- 
ceived*probably fatal injuries, besides 
injury done to the child’s mother and 
several other people. 

Officer Neighbors sat on the rear seat 
of a “trailer,” holding his baby and 
Sé€ven-year-old son. Mrs. Neighbors 
and her mother ocupied a seat farther 
forward. Between Pico and Twelfth 
Streets, the train stopped suddenly to 
let off a passenger, and the train fol- 
lowing crashed into it with such force 
as to throw the passengers on the 
“trailer” off the seats. Mr. Neighbors 
was knocked over backwards and the 
baby fell out of. his arms into the 
Street, striking on its forehead and 
rendering it uneonscious. The little hoy 
was knocked into the aisle but was not 
hurt. The back of Mrs. Neighbors’s 
head came violently in contact with 
one of the side posts of the car, in- 
flicting an ugly bruise. Her mother 
suffered a badly-contused knee, and 
several other passengers received slight 
injuries. 

The injured members of the Neigh- 
bors family were conveyed to _ their 
home at No. 625 Montreal street where 
Dr. T. F. Taggart attended them. The 
baby is in quite a critical condition 
from the bruise on its forehead, caused 
by falling into the street, and Mrs. 
Neighbors is confined to her bed from 
the effects of the blow received by her 
and the nervous prostration due to the 
shock occasioned by the accident to her 
baby. 

The disaster apears to have been 
caused by the carelessness of the motor- 
man of the rear train, or wilful viola- 
tion of the ordinance forbidding electric 
cars to follows each other at a less dis- 
tance than half a block, a violation 
of law that is only too common. 
Its probable that the accident will 


form the basis of another claim for 


damages against the electric company.

rus trees, on which many thousands of 
her citizens are dependent for their liv- 
ing; and, whereas, if said citrus-grow- 
.ers are placed on an equality with the 
foreign growers, the present valué of 
the domestic sroduct, amounting to 
about six millions of dollars, would be 
increased within a comparatively few 
years to an amount of not less than 
twenty million dollars, which weuld 
be equivalent to retaining that amount 
of gold in this country; first, by: an in- 
creased yield from orchards now negli- 
gently cared for, from a fear that the 
expenses will be greater than the in- 
come; second, by increased acreage; 
and, third, yet more by the increased 
bearing, due to the greater age of the 
present trees;’ and, whereas, the citrus- 
growers of this country are enabled to 
regulate in part the amount of fruit 
put upon the market at any one time, 
thereby causing a comparatively even 
market, which is for the best interests 
of the growers, dealers and consum- 
ers; and, whereas, the foreign importa- 
tions frequently place more fruit on the 
market in one week than can be con- 
sumed at a fair profit before its decay, 
and is therefore disposed of at forced 
sales at prices which compel an abso- 
lute loss on nearly all the domestic 
grown, whether in stock: or in transit; 
therefore, in consideration of the above 
facts, be it 

‘Resolved, that the Los Angeles Board 
of Trade hereby most heartily indorses 
the claims of the citrus-growers that 
they be placed in the markets of this 
country on an equality with the for- 
eign grower, as shown by data as to 
freights, cost of labor, etc., furnished 
to the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, and that a tariff of not less 
than 1 cent per pound be levied on all 
citrus fruits imported into this country. 
And be it further 

“Resolved, that this Board of Trade 
hereby urgently requests our  Répre- 
sentatives in both houses of Congress 
to do all in their power to obtain said 
tariff.” 

At a meeting of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, called yes- 
terday for the special purpose of taking 
action on the citrus-fruit interest of 
California, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

‘“‘Whereas, this board realizes that, 
due to the constantly-increasing compe- 
tition of foreign fruit-growers, whose 
expenses for living and for labor are 
from 40 to 60 per cent. less than those 
of the growers in this country; and, 
whereas, values of orchards and vine- 
yards have during the past six or seven 
years diminished from 20 to 50 per cent., 
due to the competition of the more fa- 
vorably-situated foreign growers as to 
cost of product; and, whereas, unless 
the above conditions are changed by 
Congress putting a sufficient tariff on 
imported fruits to place our growers on 
an equality with the foreign grower, 
most of our orchards and vineyards 
will be allowed to go to Waste; and, 
whereas, said interests are of vital im- 
portance to the entire country; and, 
whereas, the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has recommended a tariff rate of 
% ocent a pound on citrus fruits, and 
the same has been passed by the House 
of Representatives, which is not suf- 
ficient to offer the protection necessary 
to enable the domestic grower to com- 
pete with the cheap labor and trans- 
portation enjoyed by the foreigner; 
therefore bé it 

“Resolved, that the. Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association of Los An- 
geles, Cal., knows full well that the do- 
mestic grower of citrus fruits is a home 
producer, a purchaser of implements 
manufactured by our home factories, a 
believer in our institutions, who by his 
energy is assisting in building up our 
country, and ‘that he is entitled to a 
protection on his products that will en- 
able him to enjoy the profits of his la- 
bor. To this end, we ask our represen- 
tatives in the Senate to have the tariff 
on citrus fruit raised to 1 cent per 
pound to place our grower more on an 
equal footing with the foreign competi- 
tors; and we further request that the 
Senate frame a law that will sava this 
most important industry.”’

Mrs. Taylor, mother of young Arthur

The 
accent of affectation is in and akout 
and above and around her and really 
she ought not take herself so _ seri- 
ously. Later on in life it will come 
home to her that the dramatic drawl 
is not effective, and that there is an 
*‘r’? in the English alphabet. 

Mrs. Russell told the jury that she is 
the wife of Alexander Russell and has 
been since the 29th day of June, 1882. 
Her home had been at San Francisco 
prior to December, 1894, when she came 
to Los Angeles and took up her resi- 
dence at Belmont Hall. Here, she ex- 
plained, she was able to see more of 
her husband than at the metropolis. 
He was a traveling man and dropped 
into Los Angeles every two months or 
so. During his long absences her hus- 
band wrote to her every day and their 
married life was one rosy roundelay 
of sympathy, kindness and love. 

Ida then stated, in measured tones, 
so that there could be no possibility of 
misunderstanding her, that she was no 
actress. To be sure, she smilingly ad- 
mitted, she had taken some part at 
odd times in private theatricals, cha- 
rades, etc., etc., at school, pefore she 
graduated; but she really was not an 
actress. 

Then she was led into the meat of 
the matter in hand. She was never 
in a circle, never saw one and never 
knew a Spiritualist. She had attended 
every meeting at Belmont Hall during 
her regidence there..angd asserted .that 
they were at all times destitute of of 
Singing hymns,

The witness kindly volunte2red to 
be frank with the jury as to the vege- 
table diet proposition.

As for herself she cut out heef, pork 
g@nd mutton from her diet necause she 
didn’t want to take any chances on 
the unwholesome flesh of diseased ani- 
‘fMals.

it will undoubtedly have a stimulating 
effect on the market. 

AFTER BUSINESS PROPERTY. . 
| There are a couple of eastern invest- 
‘ors in town who are looking for first- 
class business property as an invest- 


' ment, and it is expected that a good 


sale may be closed within a few days. 
The difficulty of making a trade con- 
sists in finding any choice inside busi- 
ness property on the market at a rea- 
sonable price. Frontage on Broadway 
and Spring street, below Fifth; does 
not at present pay good interest on the 
prices asked for it, while property north 
of Fifth street.is very hard to obtain, 
ata reasonable rate. 
SAN PEDRO STREET. 
As mentioned in The Times last week, 
‘@ project is under way for the widen- 
ing of Stanley avenue, formerly known 
as. Wilmington avenue, a continuation 
of San Pedro street, from Jefferson 
street to the line of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway, to a width of ninety 
feet, which is the width of San Pedro 
street north of Jefferson. In connec- 
tion with the improvement, an electric 
street-car franchise is asked for on San 
Pedro street, all the property-owners 
along the line of the proposed widening 
having cheerfully signed the petition. 
It is probable that the avenue and 
the car line will be extended as far 
as San Pedro in course of time. 
WESTLAKE PARK. 
The extension of the Seventh-street 
railway to the other side of Westlake 
Park has resulted in an increased in- 


_.__quiry for residence lots in that section. 


During the past month a number o-1 
sales have been made on the Wilshire 
tract. Maj. Kennedy, retired, U.S.A., 
has bought a residence on Rampart 
street; Supervisor S. A. Field has pur- 
chased ninety feet on Coronado street, 
near the Wilshire boulevard, and will 
immediately erect a fine residence; 
County Auditor Charles F. Bicknell has 
bought a residence on Rampart street, 
and James F. Thomson of Washing- 
ton, D. C., has bought fifty feet on 
Carondelet street:

NORTH OF THE PLAZA. 

Since the days of the boom there 
have been very few new subdivisions 
of tracts in that section of the city 
north of the plaza. A noteworthy ex- 
ception to this is the Cottage Home 
tract, on Buena Vista street just be- 
yond the Baker Iron Works, about ten 
minutes ride by the electric cars from 
the Temple Block. The success of this 
tract, which was placed on the mar- 
ket less than a year ago, has proved 
that there is a good demand for close- 
in residence lots in that section, wher- 
ever good improvements are made, and 
the lots offered at moderate prices. 
Forty lots out of the ninety-five in 
this tract have already been sold, and 
nineteen houses of a good class have 
been built, or are contracted for. The 
tract has a gentle rise to the foot of 
the hill on the west, commanding an 
extensive view of Boyle Heights and 
the northern portion of the city. The 
streets are all graded and sewers and 
cement sidewalks have bé@en provided. 
Being close to the Southern Pacific 


shops, this tract has found special fa-. 


vor among railroad men. Lots are 
offered at prices ranging from ‘$400 up- 
ward. 

THE PASADENA BOULEVARD. 

_ The building of a boulevard from Los 

Angeles to Pasadena appears to be as- 
sured. Property-owners along the half- 
dozen routes that have been proposed 
are now engaged in actively discuss- 
ing the various advantages offered by 
each route for a scenic boulevard be- 
tween the two cities.. One of the pro- 
posed routes, that has met with much 
favor; not only from property-owners 
along the line, but also from the gen- 
eral public who are acquainted with 
the locality, is that by way of Alvarado 
street and Eagle Rock Valley, over 
which route a boulevard was surveyed 
during the boom. As already mentioned 
in The Times, it is claimed by engi- 
neers and contractors that this boule- 
vard could be constructed at about 
half the cost of any other, owing to 
the short distance between the resi- 
dence sections of the two cities, and 
the fact that there is a large amount 
of decomposed granite along the route, 
It is certainly one of the most pictur- 
esque routes that could be imagined, 
and would have the great advantage 
of avoiding the northern part of the 
city, with its shops and railroads, and 
switches, which would be inconvenient 
and unsightly on the line of a boule- 
vard that is intended primarily for 
pleasure purposes. 

The selection of a route will proba- 
bly simmer down to a question of 
where the greatest inducements are 
offered by property-owners. Some own- 
ers of land have already offered to 
give, besides a right-of-way, one-half 
the cost of constructing the boulevard 
through their property. There can be 
no question as to the great improve- 
ment in the value of property along 
the line that would follow the con- 
struction of such a model highway as 
that proposed. It would not be many 
years before the entire length of the 
boulevard will be aligned with hand- 
gome residences, 

EFFECT OF THE MORTGAGE LAW. 

The Times has already remarked 
that the effect of the Shanahan act, 
extending the time of redemption of 

roperty foreclosed under mortgage 
rom six months to one year, would 
work to the disadvantage of borrowers, 
as the mortgage tax law has already 
done. Advices from San _ Francisco 
state that the local banks are trying 
to devise a plan by which to overcome 
the objectionable provision of the bill, 
which practically gives the borrower 
eighteen months after a mortgage be- 
comes due. The San Francisco Exam- 
iner says: 

“After’the announcement that the 
bill had become a law the bankers con- 
demned it severely and insisted that it 
would work“ hardship upon the bor- 
rowing class who, presumably, it had 
been deviged to benefit. They ‘pointed 


out that if the mortgagees were forced | 
by the law to wait a year at least for 
their money after they had commenced 


suit in foreclosure they would demand, | 


in satisfaction for this delay, a much 
higher rate of interest than was 
charged under the old law. It was sug- 
gested that, to facilitate matters, bor- 
rowers might make special contracts 
in mortgages, waiving the extended 
time of redemption granted them by 
the Shanahan bill. If this were found 
objectionable, it was thought that re- 
sort would be made to deeds of trust. 

“It is not probable, however, that 
either of these plans will be carried out. 
In the first place it is questionable 
whether a borrower, even by special 
contract, can relinquish any of the 
rights to which he is legally entitled. 
Then, again, the small borrowers, whose 
transactions compose the great major- 
ity of the bank mortgages, do not look 
upon deeds of trust favorably, for the 
reason that they allow no time of re- 
demption whatever. The problem will 
be solved by the banks reducing the 


‘| percentage of the valuation of property 


upon which loans will be made. It is 
now the general rule to loan about 60 
per cent, of the appraised value of 
property. Hereafter only 40 per cent. 
will be advanced by the banks. While 
the rate of interest may not be in- 
creased, the practical result will be 
about the same, for a borrower here- 
after will require 20 per cent. more 
property to raise a certain amount than 
he did previous to the passage of the 
Shanahan bill. | 

“In discussing the matter yesterday, 
i baie Tobin of the Hibernia Bank 
said: 

***We have not yet made any change 
in our manner of loaning money on ac- 
count of the Shanahan bill, but I think 
it will soon be necessary to do so. I am 
not in favor of raising the rate of inter- 
est, but I think we will have 
to reduce the percentage of money 
loan. I think we will make a test 
case and have the Supreme Court de- 
cide it. If the borrower can waive the 
time of redemption, the difficulty will 
be overcome.’ 


BUILDING A TOWN. 
Mary C,. Robbins, in the Atlantic, 
gives the following instance, which 
shows the difference between the right 


and wrong way of laying_out a new 
town, or subdivision: 


“About. the year 1870 two suburban | 


speculations were begun in the neigh- 
borhood of Chicago. One district was 
situated nine miles from the town, the 
other six. But both: were on the same 
railway, and land in each was worth 
from $100 to $200 an acre. The mana- 
gers of the district laid out their plan 
in what was then the usual way. They 
made streets of prairie soil with neat 
open ditches on each side, and they left 
proper spaces for sidewalks, along 
which trees were planted. They hit 
upon a good name, issued lithographs 
and advertised—with no very profitable 
results. 

“The managers of the other district 
borrowed a large sum of money at a 
high rate of interest. With this they 
underlaid the land with several miles of 
drainage pipe, then built macadamizea 
roads with paved gutters, iron gratings, 
concrete sidewalks and broad borders 
frequently spreading into little greens 
and commons planted picturesquely. 
All the natural wood and the banks of 
the stream which paseed the place 
were made public property, and shelt- 
ers, seats, bathing and boat-houses 
were provided upon it. An artesian well 
was sunk, ‘and with a steam pump 
water was sent to all parts of the prop- 
erty. Before the improvements were 
nearly completed the owners began sell- 
ing land upon the roads at $20 the front 
foot, and soon afterward advanced the 
price to $30, and then gas was intro- 
duced. The price of land rose, even in 
the outskirts, in two years from $80 to 
$1000 an acre. 

“In the twenty years of their exist- 
ence it is evident that the first com- 
munity has had to expend many times 
the amount wisely spent in the begin- 
ning by the other. These instances suf- 
fice to show, in a way that ought to 
appeal to the most conservative, the 
arson importance of thorough prep- 
aration,” 


REAL ESTATE MEN AND DOCTORS 


The Louisville Commercial considers 
that the difference between a doctor or 
lawyer and a real estate man is a mat- 
ter of cents. The first two furnish in- 
formation for pay, while the real estate 
man is interviewed free, and looked 
upon as a robber if he asks a reason- 
able commission for making and fin- 
ally closing a deal. The doctors charge, 
kill or cure, and lawyers, win or lose. 
Such is the difference of occupation. 
RESTRICTING HIGH BUILDINGS. 

For a year or more there has been 
talk among the members of the New 
York Real Estate Exchange about tak- 
ing some stand on the question of re- 
‘stricting the height of buildings in New 
York City, but there. have been differ- 
ences of opinion. A special committee, 
to which the matter was referred, has 
recently reported against the State al- 
lowing the construction of sky-scrapers, 
and the report has been adopted by the 
exchange. The exchange proposes a 
plan for the appointment of a commis- 
sion that shall “map out the city by 
squares and blocks, and designate the 
height to which any building may be 
hereafter erected,” the heights to be 
governed by the widths of thorough- 
fares and parks. Pending the report of 
this commission, the exchange would 
have an act of the Legislature forbid 
“the further erection of any building, 
other than public ones and church 
spires, at an elevation of over fifteen 
stories above the curb level.” 

Boston proposes to go even further 
than New York in restricting the 
height of buildings, dividing buildings 
into two classes, those on one side of 
the street to be not over 125 feet in 
height, and on the other side not more 
than seventy feet. |

BARNARD’S TROUBLES. 


Manufacturer of Jelly Has a Dispute 
with the Health Board, : 


W. H. Barnard of Los Angeles is a 
manufacturer of jellies, marmalades 
and crystallized fruits. Two daya ago 
a report was published in some of the 
newspapers to the effect that’ the 
State Board of Health had condemned 
his currant jelly as impure. Barnard 
is at a loss to understand how such 
@ conclusion could have been reached, 
and has taken steps to prove that the 
report of the chemist is erroneous. 

The documents in the case have been 
submitted to The Times, and from them 
appear these facts: On March 17, 
Goldberg, Bowen & Co. of San Fran- 
cisco notified Barnard that the city 
chemist had analyzed a glass of his 
currant jelly and pronounced it four- 
fifths apple jelly, and one-fifth cur- 
rant jelly. Barnard replied that the 
only ingredients of the jelly were cur- 
rant juice and cane sugar, and that 
his books, papers and testimony of his 
employés would bear out his statement. 

On March 25, Goldberg, Bowen & 
Co. informed Barnard that they had 
been arrested for selling his jelly, but 
feeling assured after reading his letter 
they had engaged an attorney and a} 
chemist and decided to fight the case 
to the end. 

Under date of April 1, Barnard wrote 
to the State Board of Health’s chemist 
asking him to investigate the matter, 
and to obtain from the dealers another 
glass of jelly, and ship it under seal 
to the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

Barnard and two of his assistants 
have .-affidavits detailing the 
process of manufacture, and setting 
forth that the jelly contained no apple 
juice, and nothing but currant juice 
and sugar. Bills for the currants and 
sugar, and the batch tickets showing 
the quantities of material used, are 
attached. 

Barnard says he heard some time ago 
of the intention of the board to analyze 
his goods, and he felt assured that the 
result would benefit him, as his chief 
difficulty had been to convince dealers 
that his goods were better than many 
cheaper brands. He has been in busi- 
ness fourteen years, and has established 
a reputation for the purity of his goods. 


PLAYED STUD POKER. 


Todson Lost His Money, but Had the 
Steerers Arrested. 


Another bunco game has been broken 
up and two men, Jack C. Thomas and 
P. Newall, are now waiting trial in 
the City Jail for conducting a “fixed’’ 
stud-horse poker game. Detective 
Hawley and Auble are responsible for 
their capture: 

W. E. Todson, a young man who 
does not know the world, met two 
charming, well-dressed strangers, who 
treated him with a courtesy that won 
his heart. At various times in their

that delightful personage. After hunt- 
ing for some time, the two strangers 
who are Newall and Thomas, sug- 
gested that they all go to the “col- 
onel’s” apartments in the Allen Block 
on North Spring street. Thither they 
went, and in the inner room of the 
suite they found the distinguished of- 
ficer engaged in a game of stud-horse 
poker. An introduction followed and 
the genial ‘colonel’ invited his new 
found friend to join the game. The 
young man did so without any qualms, 
and not till he had lost $49 did he real- 
ize what had happened to him. Then, 
without saying anything, Todson 
marched up to the District Attorney's 
oftice, swore out a complaint and De- 
tectives Auble and Hawley, taking the 
warrant, captured the bunco-men in 
their rooms. 

These two men, Newhall and Thomas, 
are said to have been operating here 
for some time. They were formerly 
located on North Main street, where 
they represented themselves as being 
mining brokers.

DISTRIBUTION OF MONEY. One 
of the main difficulties to be solved in 
the financial situation is the wide dif- 
ference between various sections of 
the country as to the distribution of 
currency. In the East there is some- 
thing of a glut, while in the West 
money is hard to obtain. The American 
Cultivator thus remarks upon this fea- 
ture of the financial problem, which, 
it must be admitted, is a most impor- 
tant one: 

“What is the benefit to the settler 
to have land hominally free if, in or- 
der to get money to work it, he is 
obliged to give a chattel mortgage on 
his stock, implements and crops, and, 
if a bad season comes, the first year 
finds himself unable to save anything 
from the wreck? It would have been 
much better for the homesteader if 
he had from the first been obliged to 
pay money for the land he took up. 
This would have given his real estate 
some value, and he could have mort- 
gaged that without ‘paying such usu- 
rious rates as are necessarily required 
for loans made only on personal prop- 
erty. 

“However, what has passed cannot 
well be changed. The question what 
to do for the future is far more im- 
portant. No one can doubt that as a 
result of causes we have outlived much 
of the West, especially in the farming 
districts is exceedingly badly sup- 
plied with. money. In many places 
money of any kind is almost unknown 
and business men are obliged ‘to resort 
to the primitive method of barter, 
those having different classes of prod- 
ucts exchanging one for the other. To 
the eastern business man, or to the 
eastern farmer whose product, how- 
even low priced, will always bring 
cash, such a condition is intolerable. 

‘It is hard and generally unprofit- 
able to establish banks with large 
capital in communities so destitute of 
wealth as are some parts of the West 
and South. There is not the accumu- 
lated wealth sufficient to give security 
for large loans. So when the experi- 
ment has been tried it has usually 
after a few years been given up as 
unprofitable. | 

“It is now proposed by some finan- 
cial authorities to change the laws re- 
quiring $50,000 capital for national 
banks, so as to allow banks to be or- 
ganized with $25,000 capital, and to is- 
sue bank notes fully up to the par 
value of the bonds deposited with the 
government. As the market value of 
government bonds is always something 
more than par, this would provide 
plenty of security for the notes. But 
whether such banks would prove prof- 
itable to their stockholders is more 
doubtful. The truth is, that in much of 
the West settlement was forced before 
the development of the country war- 
ranted it. If this were not so there 
would never be any difficulty in at- 
tracting capital, not merely for $25,000 
banks, but for ten to twenty times 
that sum. The fact that capital needs 
new laws so as to be attracted to any 


country, is itself a suspicious circum- 


stance. Capital naturally always flows 
to where it can find secure and prof- 
itable employment. If it needs to be 
forced it shows that something is 
wrong with one or the other, or per- 
haps both these conditions. ae 

“What will do more than anything 
else to restore equilibrium of currency 
fis to secure international bimetallism, 
putting silver on the basis it occupied 
up to 1873, as equally a monetary stand- 
ard of value with gold. This will re- 
lieve the fear of a decline in values 
that will render the poorest security of 
no value at all. There is and need be 
no such fear about the richer portions 
of the country. Where wealth has ac- 
cumulated as it does in all large 
cities, money is loaned on call at some 
portions of the year as low as % per 
cent. per year. At the same time the 
farmer in the far West is unable to 
borrow except at the same interest per 
gnonth. If his farm or property should 
deteriorate, as under the single-metal 
standard, it is almost certain to do, 
his security would shrink below what 
is loaned on it. The low rates of re 
an 
the absolute dearth of money in some 
parts of the West and South, results 
fram the same cause. It is much like 
the chilling of the extremities in’ the 
human body, which sometimes occurs 
while the interrra] organs are consumed 
by fever. Cure either the fever of one 
or the chill of the other, and the res- 
toration of equilibrium will restore the 
patient in all parts of his body to 
health. 

“It was only by the strong represen- 
tation that the adoption of free silver 


_eoinage by this country acting inde- 


pendently would result in silver mono- 
metallism, that the possible result of 
the election last year was changed dur- 
fing the closing months of the campaign. 
The pledge in the Republican platform 
for international bimetallism, and the 
restoration of silver as absolute 
money instead of a token coin, was 
what won the election. If that pledge 
can be redeemed it will do more to se- 
oure even distribution of currency over 
all parts of the country thah is possi- 
ble in any other way. It is hardlv too 
much to say that unless international 
bimetallism can be secured, all other 
financial rémedies will be of very 
doubtful value, as such have in the past 
always proven.”

| Association in that city it was ad- 
mitted that the law had a good end 
in view, but the complaint was made 
that all the burden was placed on the 
shoulders of the retailers, while the 
wholesale dealers and the manufac- 
turers were allowed to go unmolested. 
Another grievance was that the grocers 
were not allowed any time in which 
to get rid of the adulterated stock, but 
were snatched up in the grip of the 
law unawares. 

It was stated at the meeting that 63 
per cent. of the manufactured food 
products in the United States were 
adulterated, and that to remedy the 
evil and to do no injustice to any one 
it was necessary to apply the law firs 
to the manufacturers, and then all the 
way down from the wholesaler to the 
retailer, The defect in the operation of 
the law was that manufacturers out- 
side of this State could not be reached, 
while makers of adulterated goods in 
this State had not been punished. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Resolved, that while we are in favor 
of .the enforcement of the pure-food 
law, we feel that the action being 
taken at present by the Board of 
Health does great injustice to the re- 
tail grocers of the city. We therefore 
urge that the Board of Health advise 
with the Retail Grocers’ Association 
and the Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
in order that the desired result may be 
accomplished with the least injury to 


all concerned.”’ 


It is said that a mass-meeting of 
the entire trade may be called to take 
action in the matter. 


TULARE COUNTY ORANGES. It 
will not do for Southern California or- 
ange growers, and owners of real estate 
in the citrus belt of the seven southern 
counties, to overlook the fact that some 
sections in Tulare county, along the 
foothills, promise to become heavy 
growers and exporters of oranges in the 
near future. It will be remembered 
that Porterville, in Tulare county, took 
the first prize for seedling oranges at 
one of our citrus fairs. It is now stated 
that the nurserymen in Lindsay and 
Porterville have sold all their navel 
stocks, although the planting season 
has hardly begun. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


BRANDS OF WATER. To judge 
from the numerous brands of drinking 
water that are offered for sale in Los 
Angeles, a stranger might jump at the 
conclusion that the ordinary drinking 
water furnished to the residents of this 
city was altogether out of the question 
as a beverage. In addition to many 
brands of mineral water, there are sev- 
eral varieties of water from springs in 
the neighborhood of Los Angeles, de- 
livered to householders in demijons; 
also several brands of distilled water. 
Some of the water sold as mineral 
water and supposed to possess valuable 
medicinal qualities, is simply pure 
water, which has been impregnated 
with carbonic acid gas to make it effer- 
vesce. In putting up other waters, the 
medicinal qualities which exist in the 
spring are sometimes lost, to a great 
extent. 

While it is true that there is a con- 
siderable amount of extraneous matter 
in the fluid supplied by the City Water 
Company, as may be proved by placing 


faucet, there is no reason to believe 
that the water on this account is more 
‘injurious to health than the average 
water supplied to American cities. On 
the contrary, the water, being filtered 
through gravel beds, is probably more 
wholesome than the average municipal 
supply. The drawback of the Los An- 
geles River water is its hardness, the 
alkaline contents of the water being 
quoted by the State University as being 
just below a percentage that would 
make it undesirable for drinking pur- 
poses. It is, doubtless, chiefly for this 
reason that other waters find such a 
ready market among the Los Angeles 
citizens.

PARSIMONY OF THE COUNTY’S OR-| 
ANGE-GROWERS. 


Other Counties Standing the Ex- 
pense of Securing a Tariff That 
Will Benefit Riverside Most—The 
County Loses Law Suits. 


RIVERSIDE, April 1.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The normal orange crop 
of Riverside is 3000 carloads. So far 
the growers have contributed only 
about $300 toward the expenses of the. 
tariff committee that is now at work 
at Washington. A committee is solicit- 
ing funds, but their success is not en- 
couraging. A tariff of 50 cents per box 
on oranges would mean over $300,000 
per year to Riverside, and it certainly 
seems strange that a more prompt and 
liberal response has not been made to 
the appeal for funds. San Diego 
county, which only ships a few hundred 
carloads of oranges and lemons, bas 
pledged $1000, and Riverside orange- 
growers certainly seem to need stir- 
ring up. 

THE COUNTY LOSES. 

The suits*of. Justice Tallent and Con- 
stable Westerfield of Indio and Justice 
Reeder of East Riverside against the 
county for claims rejected by the 
Supervisors have been on trial before 
Justice Vawter of San Jacinto this 
week. The jury brought in a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff in the first case 
tried, and the other case was then ad- 
justed by stipulation. The District At- 
torney moved that judgment be ren- 
dered for 75 per cent. of the Tallent 
claims, and a less ‘amount for the 
Reeder claim, with cost. Each party to 
have the right of appeal. Dist.-Atty. 
Gill has already filed notice of appeal 
in the Reeder case. The claims amount 
to $240, and the costs in the three suits 
now aggregate almost $200. It certainly 
seems as if it would have been a mat- 
ter of economy to have paid the claims.

_ LETTER FROM CISNEROS. 


He Tells President McKinley Spain 

is Bound to Lose Cuba. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, April 1.—The Inter Ocean 
today prints an open letter, which 
President Cisneros of the Cuban Re- 
public has sent to Prseident McKinley. 
The letter, which is of great length, 
was sent to the Inter Ocean by one of 
its correspondents who visited Cisne- 
ros at his executive headquarters: on 


Cisneros, in his letter to McKinley, 
says: 

“During the administration of your 
high office, there will be many ques- 
tions and matters of importance for 


you to decide. Affairs at home and 


‘to possess, but-f- would ask you 
in the name of God and my people to 
extend early consideration to what is 
known in the United States as the 
Cuban question. We have at this time 
in your beautiful capital a legation, as 
yet unrecognized officially, by your 
government. That legation, composed 
of men we trust and honor, is amply 
in the position to inform the American 
government of its details as it ma 
desire. 

“In the first place, I beg you to con- 
sider that the Island of Cuba right- 
fully belongs to the people of the 
Western Hemisphere. Its geographical 
location precludes the possibility of it 
being considered a part of any other 
continent. Secondly, its people are 
essentially American in all their hopes 
and aspirations, and thirdly, the isl+ 
and and its people will continue to 
gZrow more and more stronger Ameri- 
can from day to day and from year to 


ask: Why does Spain struggle against 
fate? ‘Were it possible for her to drag 
the island across the Atlantic, as she 
drags men and women to jail; were it 
possible to exterminate the present 
population and replant the soil with 
her loyal subjects, or were it possible 
to enforce that ignorance and stupidity 
she so much desires in the communica- 
tion with the great republic, then there 
might be a prospect of holding Cuba 
ever faithful. ‘ 

“But even with these, I doubt her 
ability to control the island after the. 
passage of a certain period. The sons 
of Spaniards coming in after genera- 
tions would be Cubans as devoted to 
their little islard domain and with as 
much detestation for its enslavery as 
are the Cubans of today. 

“Therefore, do as she, may, Spain is 
destined to lose Cuba eventually, and 
could she hope for success in the pres- 
ent war it would only be a matter of a 
few years when another rebellion would 
command her attention, entailing’ the 
loss of thousands of lives and the vast 


the prospect of ultimate defeat. 

“But for Spain, the present struggle is 
a hopeless one. Two years ago the 
patriotic rebellion was inaugurated, 
and the success attending our arms 
has been a surprise, even to us; who are 
most hopeful, and who had most at. 
stake.” 

Cisneros then gives details of the 
growth of the revolutionary cause 
through the island, the establishment 
of various. departments of government 
by which the insurgents collect taxes, 
maintain.armies, carry mails, and con- 
cludes ag follows: 

“An important feature of the _ civil 
government has been the issuing of 
books and the establishment of schools. 
At an early period in the war the gov- 
ernment took up the matter of educa- 
tion; realizing that knowledge meant 
strength and liberty. In various sec- 
tions of Santiago and Puerto Principe 
schoolhouses have been erected under 
the supervision of the government, and 
native masters have been appointed. 

“In a large majority of the schools 
already established the teachers. hold 
their places by virtue of appointment 
by this government. Without further. 
burdening you, I have the honor to say 
that every department of the govern- 
ment is at present in good work- 
ing order, and that a unity of 
purpose pervades every branch, civil 
and military, while the people of 
the islands as a whole are giving us 
their most earnest support. 

“The army in the field, under the 
command of my brave and true friend, 
General-in-Chief Maximo Gomex, is 
conducting a.war of energy and mercy, 
The struggle may go on for years, and 
Cuba may continue to fight the battle’ 
against fearful odds alone, but so: long 
as there is a God to give us courage, 
we will cling to the banner of right 
and freedom and never falter until vic- 
tory is won. 

“Assuring you of the honor I am pos- 
sessed of in addressing you,.and wish- 
ing you and your great republic god- 
speed, I am

‘AN AGED PIONEER CROSSES THE 
GREAT DIVIDE, 


Election of a New Fire Chief—A 
Youthful Check-raiser — Trouble 
on the Trout Brooks — Placer 
Mining on Lytle Creek. 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 1.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.}] The death of 
Alexander Keir, Sr,. leaves an im- 
portant. vacancy in the ranks of the 
pioneers. Although failing for months, 
his strong physique gave him a hold 
on life that surprised those who were 
expecting a severance of earthly ties 
much sooner, he passing out quietly at 
5:20 p.m. Wednesday, March 31. Alex- 
ander Keir was born in Scotland in 1815, 
where he followed the occupation of a 
coal miner. His wife, Marion King, was 
born in Scotland in the year 1814, and 
they came to this country in 1848, stop- 
ping first at St. Louis, and then mov- 
ing to Salt Lake City. From there the 
family started across the plains in 1850 
with ox teams in a train of ten wagons, 
known as the “Scotch train.” They 
stopped two years at Cedar City, about 
two hundred and fifty miles west of Salt 
Lake City, and left there September 15, 
1853, for California, arriving in Novem- 
ber of that year. Mr. Keir took up a 
piece of what he thought was govern- 
ment land in Los Angeles county, but 
it was subsequently claimed by Mr. 
Workman of Los Angeles, and moving 
to San Bernardino, Mr. Keir bought 
twelve acres on Base Line, a mile east 
of the city, at $15.50 per acre. Here he 
lived for forty-three years, until his 
death. He bought other property, and 
in the raising of fruits and farming 
products he was prosperous. He was 
the father of eight children, three of 
whom died before he came to San Ber- 
nardino, and he leaves an aged widow, 
five children and many grandchildren 
to mourn him. His surviving children 
are Mrs. F. M. Johnson, Mrs. J. D. 
Cochran, and Alexander Keir, Jr., of 
this city; Mrs. Charles Hasson of Los 
Angeles, and Mrs. Jackson of Yucaipe. 
The funeral services will be held at 
the old homestead Friday, April 2, at

 RANDSBURG. 


EXCITEMENT OVER A MURDER 
THAT DID NOT OCCUR, 


Adventures of Three Men on the 
Desert During the Storm—Return 
of Smith Who Killed a Man at 
Carson—News of the Mines. 


RANDSBURG, March 30.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Randsburg was all 
excitement this morning, and everybody 
was telling what a horrible murder had 
been committed, some even going so far 
as to state that such a one had seen the 
dead body; that one man was in jail, 
and the officers were looking for an- 
other, when, to the surprise of the 
knowing ones, the murdered man 
walked into town, very much alive. The 
officers who had gone in search of the 
body came in an hour or two later with 
the alleged dead man’s satchel. 

Sunday noon, in 'the midst of the 
Windstorm, an old man with a team 
started for Panamint, taking with him 
a carpenter and Teddy Morrison. Teddy 
is a musician and plays at the saloons. 
He is a small man, about 35 years of 
age, and a quiet, respectable fellow. 
He took his guitar, satchel and blan- 
kets along on this trip. Some time 
after starting, the owner of the team 
and the carpenter got into a fight, hav- 
ing been drinking. The team was 
stopped and they were all on the 
ground, when the old man got into the 
wagon and started back to Randsburg. 
The other two men followed on foot 
until dark, then became separated, and 
each spent the night as best he could. 
Morrison had some matches, and broke 
greasewood and built a fire. He kept 
that up all that long night, with the ter- 
rible desert wind blowing dust,.stones 
and land in a manner never before 
known here. His arms were cut and 
Scratched to the elbows, while breaking 
and pulling wood in the dark to keep 
from perishing, and the wind would 
blow the fire away faster than he could 
gather wood to replenish it. Monday 
morning he did not know where he was, 
but he resumed his weary journey at 
random, and in the evening reached 
John Bump’s mining camp, about seven 
miles south of Randsburg, and there he 
got the first food and water he had had 
since the morning of tthe previous day, 
after being out thirty-six hours in that 
terrible storm. He stayed at Bump’s 
burg 


pretty tough, but by no means a dead 


man, as all supposed. 


The carpenter camped outin the cold 
Sunday night, too, but was fortnate 
enough to find something to eat early 
Moriday morning, and canie into town 
last night. 

The old man with the team came in 
some time Monday, having lost his hay, 
barrel of water, Teddy’s satchel, and 
almost-_everything he had, but bringing | 
the banjo belonging to Morrison. He. 
told that they had got into a quarrel, 
and that the carpenter had choked him 
and otherwise abused him, and that he 

run away and left the other two. 
Teddy Morrison was known to have 
some money, and the incoherent tale 
told by the old man, and the possession 
of the banjo, led to the general belief 
that Morrison had been murdered, 
hence the story. The old man was ar- 
rested in Johannesburg, and the officers 
were looking for the carpenter when 
Teddy walked in, and the old man was 
released. 

THAT KILLING AT CARSON. 

W. A. Smith, the man who killed 
Bradford in the Capitol Saloon at Car- 
son the evening after the Corbett-Fitz- 
simmons fight, is back in Randseburg, 
in company with Louis Hohn, who left 
here with him. Smith has a bad eye 
and nose, the effect of a blow from 
Bradford before the shooting occurred. 
Mr. Hohn says that Bradford, who was 
a powerful man, weighing 250 pounds, 
and six feet four inches tall, was cele- 
brating his birthday, and boasted that 
he always licked three or four men on 
such occasions. He started for Smith, 
who tried to get away, but Bradford 
caught him by the collar, after pound- 
ing up his face and threatened to do 
him further harm. It was then that 
Smith drew his revolver and shot him. 
Eighteen witnesses were called by the 
prosecution, but none swore to any 
aggressiveness on the part of Smith. 
Two were called for the defense, and 
Smith was at once released. Gov. Sad- 
ler of Nevada witnessed the shooting, 
as did the Sheriff, for it occurred al- 
most in the Sheriff’s office. Smith de- 
nies that there was any weman mixed 
up in the case at all or that there was 
any grudge between .them. 

NEWS OF THE MINES. 

Just now but little business is being 
done in the way of sales at Johannes- 
burg, there being some hitch in regard 
to the title of the townsite, and until 
that is settled but little can be done. 
Easton & Eldridge’s representatives 
have gone to Los Angeles, as Well as all 
the officers connected with the town 
company. 

Mr. Kearney, wife and son are stop- 
ping at the hotel, he going back and 
forth to his mine, about fourteen miles 
beyond. Mr. Kramer bonded this 
mine about two months ago from Con- 
ner & Rutherford. The bond is said 
to be $8000. Work has been vigorously 
pushed in sinking a shaft, with the re- 
sult of opening up a fine body of very 
rich ore, some of it assaying*as high as 
$7000 a ton. Mr. Kearney has erected a 
stable, is building a house and making 
other permanent improvements at the 
mine, and the indications are that at 
the expiration of the bond, April 4, 
the money will be paid and the mine 
pass into his possession. 

Thomas Bull, president of the Ashford 
Mining Company, has bonded to Wil- 
liam McEwen for the sum of $3500 the 
Alameda and Jolly Girl claims, adjoin- 
ing the townsite of Johannesburg and 
extensions of the Val Verde. The 
bond runs one year, but McEwen agrees 
to go to work at once and do a certain 
amount of work each month and give a 
royalty on all ore milled. These mines 
have not been extensively worked, yet 
they have been pretty thoroughly pros- 
pected their entire length, and a shaft 
has been sunk on one to a depth of 
twenty feet. The vein of ore is large, 
running from six to seven feet and 
assays from $16 to $20 a ton. Some 
money was paid down when the bond 
was made. 

A rich strike was made yesterday in 
the Eclipse out beyond the Val Verde 
and north ‘of Johannesburg. This mine 
is owned by James Montgomery, William 
Beck, John Wilson and John Carroll, 
who located it about three months ago, 
but so far have done but little work 
upon it. The vein of ore runs from 
three to five feet and the rock is very 
similar to that in the Wedge, Kenyon 


and Butte. Free gold is visible in 
much of it and it assays from $50 to 
$150 per ton. 2

THAT AIR-SHIP AGAIN. 


Strange Lights in the Kansas Sky. 
Affidavits to Match.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Apnil 1.—Notwith- 
standing that this is the first day of April, 
the newspapers of Kansas City will devote a 
great deal of space tomorrow morning to 
matter descriptive of the ‘‘air-ship'’ concern- 
ing which reports have been coming in from 
Kansas and Nebraska towns for nearly a 
month past. 

At 8 o'clock tonight, according to the 
solemn declaration of many reputable citizens 
of Kansas City, Kan., the ‘strange lights’’ 
appeared in the sky south of that city and 
caused the liveliest interest among the peo- 
ple. To those who saw the lights all talk of 
Venus or other planets will not de listened 
to. As one man put it, ‘“‘Venus does not go 
zigzag and crisscross along the horizon as 
they declare this light does.’’ 

The Times will also print interviews with 
several well-known citizens of. Kansas City, 
Mo., who claim to have seen the lights.

SAD HOME-COMING. 


DR, HOLLAND SEES HIS HOUSE IN. 
FLAMES. 


Narrow Eseape of the Inmates from 
the Blazing House—The, Build-- 
ing and Most of Its Contents 
Destroyed, 


The residence of Dr. L. T. Holland on 
the northwest corner of Thirty-second 
and Hoover streets caught fire (fast 
night about 8:30 o'clock, and was burned 
almost to the ground. The high wind 
prevailing at the time made the fire a 
most dangerous one, and the surround- 
ing houses were only saved by great 
exertion on the part of the firemen. 

Dr. Holland and his second daughter, 
Ethel, were away at the time, not ar- 
riving until after the fire was practi- 
cally over. Mrs. Holland, the eldest 
daughter, Beatrice, and three small 
children were at home and were pre- 
paring to retire. The family was about 
to move, and a great many of the 
things Were packed up. In some man- 
ner, as yet unexplained, the fire started 
in the second story, the people in the 
lower portion of the -house knowing 
nothing of it until a neighbor rushed 
fractically in and téld them. The chil- 


“ren and Mrs. Holland were undressed, 


and. . barely escaped with their 
lives, the -children sSnatching up 
their clothing as they ran, and 
Mrs. Holland managing to. secure 
an old wrapper. Some of fur- 
niture in the lower’ portion of the 


house was saved, but not much, and 
the best part of Dr. Holland’s valuable 
library was burned. 

Mrs. Holland is the treasurer of the 
Auxiliary of the Southern California 
Veterans’ Association, and the records 
were stored in the house. She called to 
her son Frank that they would be lost, 
and the- young man made an effort to 
save them, but it was useless. In do- 
ing so, he cut his left hand and wrist 
badly with broken gidss. 

By the time the#®ngines arrived, the 
upper story of the house was a mass 
of flames. Owing to the high wind then 
blowing, it became necessary to pro- 
tect the houses surrounding the blaz- 
ing home, and it was only by the hard- 
est kind of work that the firemen kept 
the fire from spreading. When the 


flames were finally subdued, the house 


was a total wreck, the entire upper 
story having been burned off, and the 
lower portion was gutted. Fire got in 
between the walls and kept the fire- 
men at work until nearly midnight be- 
fore the last spark was extinguished. 

The house was the property of Mrs. 
Nora McCartney of No. 927 Orange 
Street, and was valued at $2500, and in- 
sured at $1500. Dr. Holland had an in- 
Surance of about $700 upon the furni- 
ture and presonal property in the house, 
$200 of which was on the library and 
$200 on the wearing apparel, all. of 
Which was lost. The records of the 
Auxiliary to the Southern California 
Veterans’ Association were also-burned. 

The family of Dr. Holland was taken 
in for the night by some neighbors, 
and from there they will go to the 
house on Jefferson street to which they 
were about to move.
